DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



Royal Assent to the Fi-ancliise 
ISill. 



XiONDON, Dec. 6. — In the House oE 
Comnions the Speaker announced that 
the Royal assont has been given to tho 
franchitio bill. 

Tbe'Tiiiies .says tlie ])ro.s]]ecl that tlie 
United States will jiut a atop to tiie 
coinage of silver by repealing the Bland 
>bill has unsettled business in India and 
caused Calcutta exchange to drcline. 

The Liberal associations and elector- 
al agents contiiiuoto jirotest ai,'aiiiut 
the divisiou of l)()foiif;liH into Hct;tion8 
under the new reilititi-iljuiioii bill. Tlie 
maiiageTS, of the London Association 
of Wbrtingmen's Clubs protest against 
sectional rt^presentations. Tlicy sav it 
will destroy the caucus organizai ions 
and split tlio jinjuihir vote. Oliiiniiier- 
laili atlvi.ses the Lilici-als of (ilasoow to 
make the municipal coiittists political, 
and 80 prepare the way for the Parlia 
mentary contest. The conservative pa- 
pers are dovoiitig much attention to tliB 
revolt of tin; radicals ngainsfc the singh; 
seat ])rijiciple. 

The L'jiriicllile.s l.avo cab.'ulatcd (liat 
they will be able to return 85 lueiiiliRrs 
to the House as soon as the redistribu- 
tioD bill goes into efiect. 

The United Irelanu declares that 
-tfae redistribution bill will jn-oiluce t he 
most momenlous cliani^e in llio Irish 
constitution that hits evi-r been nro])0.s 
ed in Parliament, and says it will lead 
to the final triumph of the national 
cause, 

London, Dep. 6. — ^In consequence of 
the foreign office having ordered the 

Government of Hoiii,d<onc; to refuse to 
allow the. Freiitili licet to tahc on coal 
provisions at thai i)nrt, L'rimo Minis- 
ter Ferry ha.s asked for an explanation.' 
Ho reiuiuds the I^'oreigu Secretary of 
State that under the arrangement for 
the French blockade of Formosa the 
French refrained from searciiing neu- 
tral ships on tho high schh on conditioti 
that England should not prevtMit tho 
Frencli lleet revicfcualiii;,' :it any ]K)rt. 
It is reported that Granville liolds that 
this nf;r{!enient stipulated against 
foreign enlistment at Hongkong, inclu- 
sive ofthe interdict against coaling. The 
misunderstanding in regard to thi.s 
matter is widening tho liretich between 
Ell gland and France. 

Paris, Dec. 5. — Le Temps says the 
French Grovernment would hail with de- 
light the threatened attack of tho Chi- 
nOBC. men-of-war upon Admiral Cotir- 
bet's fleet, as it would break tho inoiiot- 
ony of the blocKtide of Formosa. 

The King of ijuriiiali, against tiie ad- 
vice of his Minister, has employed a 
French company to manufacture fire- 
arms at Mandalay. 

Dublin, Dec. 5. — Ton nationalists 
and six Orangemen have been seiUens- 
ed to imprisonment for from one to 
three iiioiiths each fur participating in 
the riots at Coal Island. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New YonK, Dec. G. — The Woman'.'j 
Sufl'rage party have sent the j\lar(]uia 
of Salisbtuy a leiter of warm thanks to 
the conservative party of ]ingland for 
their friendly attitude on the sufiVage 
question. 

New York, Dec. 6. — The Post, in 
its financial article, says: "It is report- 
ed from London this morning on what 
appears lo be gnud tiiithoiiiy tlial tlie 
New York Ceiitrid has declared a 1^; 
per cent, dividend, and that the saniu 
will be announced here on Moiidiiy. 
Humors about a 1 per cent, dividend ou 
Lake Shore wore current this morning, 
but of course Uioy are entirely ])rema- 
turo. Thprct ^^enis to., .be soiiie , ground_ 
{or the' beilief that Erie will be able to 



borrow the amount it requires, though 
the rumor this morning that it has al- 
ready done so, is unwarronted." 

HAMitTOif, Ohio, Dec. 6. — George 
Snyder, a farmer aged 40, ^living near 
Darratown, 15 miles away, was put in 
jail hero shortly aftt^r midnight, charg- 
ep with the murder of hia mother, 
Catherine Snyder, aged 75, years, who 
has been missini; from her home in this 
city for four weeks. Mrs. Snyder had 
a mortgage on her sou's farm and went 
four weska ago to collect tho interest. 
He paid licr a hundred ancl twenty-live 
dollars. His story is that ho started 
with her next day to the railroad sta- 
tion, when two robbers demanded her 
money and upon her refusal killed her 
and made him promise, under penalty 
of (If^ath, to SiHV notching about it. Ho 
.saiil thev burieil the body. The body 
was diaiiilcrretl and found in night 
clothes. The supposition is that be kill- 
ed her in his own house. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Dec. G. — This ovon- 
ing's Bulletin prints a .stateiiicnt that 
tho Loudon Telegrn])h, in order to ob- 
tain a cheap pajitn- .stock, ha.s Ijouyht a 
large tract of railrouel land on the Alo- 
jave Dessert, and will use yucca jilant 
pulp aa the basis of its paper. The 
plant will be ground to a pulp at some 
jioint on the Colorado river, and will 
bo shipped by rail to New Orleans, and 
thence by sea to Liverpool. 

IIORKIICLi; MASSACKE. 

Two lliitulrcd I'risoiiers Itltir- 
(Icretl ill Biii'iiiiili. 

London, Nov. 25, — A correspond- 
ent at Mandalay sends an account of a 
horrible massacre of prisoners which 
he witnessed on Sunday, Sept, 21: 

"The guard placctl in charge of the 
principal prisons, which are con- 
fitructeil of bamboo, set (ire to one of 
the sides of the edifice, and, having 
assured themselves that the flames 
jvere already btiginning to invade the 
parts wbieh served as shelter lo the 
wretched prisoners, oiioned the gates, 
ill front of which there iiad been drawn 
U[) a goodiiuiiiher of soldiers armed 
with guns and swords. Then they throw 
themselves like wild beasts upon those 
who, to escape being burnt alivti, rush- 
ed out ofthe gates. The massacre lasttid 
all the night, in the i)resence of the 
highest functionaries of the town, who 
with cries and ge.sticuhilions excittjil 
the nsHiissins against tho paH.sing vic- 
tims. The number of killed exceeded 
200, and among them were some rela- 
tions of Prince Yung Tan, who is at 
present living at Calcutta. The day 
after the massacre, tho bodies, mutilat- 
ed in a iimiiiier too horrible to describe 
were lying heaped about in carts and 
in the stre-ets of the town. For iiionlhy 
past jtho prisoners here and elsewere 
have been crowded with brigands and 
political prisons. A revolt was feared 
aiifl the governor could find no better 
e.xpediorit to avoid it than to give proof 
of his deteniiiiied ferocity for ordering 
distiiictioii of .sex, age, or the cause of 
iinj)ri.sotiment." 

A ItcaS *'£iiglitiijng,C»lculator." 

Spencer County, Ky., is pluming it- 
self on being possessed of the only real 
"lightning calculator." He is a young 
ntan named Everett Gilbert. He was 
struck by lightning eight years ago, 
and fciinco that time has been the sport 
of all sorts of electrical plioiioinenoii, 
Ijeiiig a[i])aroiilly surcharged with the 
electric Huid in all parts of his anatomy. 
The psychological eflects are more re- 
markable than the physical. He has 
been going to school nearly all his life. 
Before he was struck by lightning he 
was particularly bright in grammar, 
geograjihy, and history, but was es[)eoi- 
ally dull in arithmetic. Itniiiediately 
after the shock he forgot nearly all he 
knew about gram mar, geoirraphy 
and history, but he is the wonder in 
this section of the country for his phe- 
nomenal .skill in arithmetic. He says 
he does not reason out tiny of the ques- 
tions or j)robb;ms [iroposed to him, but 
that lie .s''>jply feels them out, as he 
expresses it, solving them as by in- 
tuition. He never uses aslate or pencil, 
and works all examples that have ever 
been prestmteJ to him in his brain. An- 
otlier curious f;ict is that the more ful- 
ly chtirged with electrictiy he is the 
more readily are inatheniatictil (]iies- 
tions suggested to his mind, and tlie 
more easily are they solved. Ho has 
often been tested with difficult |)ro- 
blsma, to which he has given correct 
solutions with surprising rapidity. On 
one occasion a young lady gave him an 
exanijjlo to work, and told him that 
she would give hiiu a week in which 
to solve it. He told her that if it could 
be done he would work it out that 
night As ho started to go up stairs he 
turned toward lier and said: "It can- 
not be workeil." She was astonished, 
and aMkt;d liiiii how lie know. He re- 
plied: "1 can not po-saiblv tell you, but 
I have feltlmy way to answer in twenty 
difierent ways, and am sure there can 
be no answer given." He was. correct. 
His instinct never fails.

On Sunday morning we continued our 
roll of toitimony against the sanitary con- 
dition "of the city and in fixvor of improv- 
ed drainage. Bo^innini,' witli the oi)iuiuna 
of the leading doctors we have on the two 
Buccaoding Sunday mornings publiatiod 
the results of intorviowa with prominent 
citizens, all of whom unite in denouncing 
the present condition of the city aa uii- 
honlthy and, with very few exceptions, 
are in favor of underground drainage. Wo 
feel sure that our object in collecting and 
publishing the opinions of well known 
citizona will bo undoretcod and approciat- 
od. This is a matter which luuat be well 
considered. The way public opinion is 
now tending makes ik certain that the 
question of drainaga.will be the most im- 
portant of next year's issues. It is there- 
fore desirable that all voters should pon- 
der the question well and be propared to 
put the right men into power and to vote 
for the beat lueaaurea when tlie queatiim 
of providing funds for the v/ork shall be 
submitted to them. The opinions of well 
known professional and business men can- 
not but be of interest and uso to othors in 
forming their opinions on this important 
subject. The interviews published on 
Sunday contain many new and interesting 
opinions. The moat noticeable feature ia 
the unanimity in regard to the urgent 
necessity for improved drainage. The 
method by which tin's is to bo ac- 
complished ia almost univoraally con- 
ceded to ho by iHulergroinid sowers, 
the only dilTeionco of opiuion being as to 
V'bore these euwpis slioold discliarge. The 
plan of discharging into thu harbor has ni)t 
many aupportors. It is urged by sonu' for 
the reason that it wnuld be the cheapest 
■ method. Othors propose that onlj- the 
lower part of the city bo drainsd into the 
harbor, all that part oast of Douglas stroet 
being drained by sewers loading out to the 
straits or Boss Bay. One gentleman sug- 
gests that the sewerage be distributed in 
different directions; the harbor and Jamos 
Bay for the lower part, Fiiilayson's gully 
for the north, and Koss Day for the eastern 
auu auuiuurn tli.iiiii. in. The- gt-Ln-ial opiiiiou 
seems to bo that if the harbor is made the 
receptacle for tho ilisehurgo from the sewers 
the sluggish tide, instead ot earrying it out 
to sea, will allow it to accuiiuilato till every 
■wind will waft the odors over tho town. If 
the harbor is chosen as the outlet for a", or 
even a part of tho sewers, it must be seen 
that they are carried out to such a distance 
that the lowest tide would not leave their 
mouths unuoveved. But if it eau be done 
at any reaaonablo expense, the wisest, and, 
in the end, thu cheajjest plan, will be to 
carry everything out to the straits. The 
matter should be put into the bauds of ei- 
perieuced engineers whoso adTiee as to the 
boat method can bo fol'owed. The Siig- 
aestions as to cuiploynig local C(m- 
tractors and workmen and givlug tne 
preference to white labor, are excellent 
and if followed out will have boneQcial 
effects on various industries, besides oQer- 
ing a bright prospect for working men. 
There is a ditforenco of opinion aa to tho 
best means of e'i'ecting the loan to provide 
for the work. The suggcatiyn miidu by 
one citizen that if it is obtained from 
local parties it had better bo by install- 
ments ot§25,000toS50,0C0;but if made in 
XiDglahd then the whole sum atonceshould 
be secured, is a sensible idea. Our credit ia 
good and after a reviaion of the realostate 
roll tho interest can easily be paid out of 
the increased revenue. The attempts of 
a medical correspondent of our morning 
contemporary to prove that there is no 
danger to bo feared from acoumuLitions 
of "dirt," and that sowers avo but i:)ven- 
tions of the evil one to dL^ainiinate dis- 
ease and death, are aa ridiculous as they 
are unpopular. JJut "dirt" liy any otlier 
name will smell as foul, and we care not 
what name ia given to this cause of the 
sickniiaa and death that have caused such 
distress this peason, as long as some me- 
thod is provided for disposing of it. As 
for sewers being tho means of spreading 
disease by carrying it from house to 
houBO wo can only say that that \s, an ob- 
jection long since met aud provided for. 
.Modern soientiSc. plumbing has intro- 
duced traps and valves which make it ut- 
terly impossible for , any sewer gas to 
enter the house. 



MANITOBAN PROSPEOTS. 

Mr. Hiker, correspondent of the Toronto 
Week, writing from ^Manitoba, reports tho 
commercial outlook in that country as being 
hopeful, though, he says, no great revival 
may bo exijected tor some time to come. 
The depression coming immediately after 
the boom in Winnipeg had tho effect of 
making tho people more careful in their 
money matters, and the number of failures 
in that section show a decrease. The 
failures in Winnipeg for the first quarter of 
1883 were 17'J, while for the same period of 
188-t but OG failures were reported. The 
liabilities also show a largo decrease, and it 
seoms very evident that business was con- 
ducted in a more couservativu manner than 
prior to the collapse. In discussing the 
state of the wheat crop of this year Mr. 
Rikor gives a very bad account of the crop, 
and states that it was rained in consequence 
of the rainy weather during harvest. Tho 
total crop available for export, he states, is 
not over 3,000,000 bushels, if itequals that. 
By.the conoession'grauted by the Dominion 
government ■ in relaxing the lien tax of 
$1 upon the laud subsidies tho railway com- 
paniea have be(!n encouraged to biiihl more 
railroads. Four lines huva already been 
projected aud construction will bo com- 
menced next summer. The amount of 
money thus brought into tho country will 
help to relieve the monetary tightness, and 
thus give an impels to trade. Mr. Kiker 
thinks that the outlook on tho whole is 
good, and that while no sadden great revival 
may ensue the situation is favortible for a 
steady increase in general prosperity.

1&. Alliance. 

Nov, 28, 1881. 
To THE Editok: — Writing from the 
country, where mails aro few and far bo- 
tween, is an excuse for the seeming laro- 
ness of my letter; but I saw in your last 
weekly edition a cablegram which an- 
nounced tho defection of Cardinal 
Manning from tho ranks of the U. Iv. 
Allianco, — an organization tor the promo- 
tion of tho prohibition of tho licjuor trallic 
in Great Britain — and that owing to tho 
iutemperato and olTenaivo language of the 
president of tho allianco, Sir Wilfred Law- 
son, towards tho Catholic religion. Car- 
dinal Manning refused to appear on the 
s uiie platform with Sir Wilfred. Now, aa 
tho cablegram aays the gond c.irdinal "is 
generally auilainod by public opininn, ' 
wo venture to amend that statenienl by 
saying that it must bo "public house 
opinion," and the cablegram must have 
been inspired from that source, that is 
from those who would love to see .such a 
defection from the U. K. Alliance. My 
reasons for this opinion are these: 

1. In tho annual mooting of the U. K. 
Alliance, held on Tuesday, tho^tMst ul; , , 
in tho Great Free Trade 11 dl, iManelija- 
ter, which was crowded to overlluwing, a 
resolution was carried unanimously en- 
dorsing the appointment of Oardinal Man- 
ning as the first of tho long list of vice- 
presidents of the alliance, and at that 
meeting at which Sir Wilfred w.ih a 
speaker, (and upon rising ho was greeted 
with round upon round of most eiithu.'jias- 
tic cheers) a telegram was read by tho 
chairman from Cardinal Manning which 
runs asfollows: "Very sorry, cannot bo with 
you this evening. Duty 1 cannot neglect 
prevents me." This is plain. The Car- 
dinal uses no joauitic:d evasion, bul '^ives 
an holiest excuse, liut, aonio wnulu any, 
perha|)3, that since then ho had ample 
tune to change his nund, and tlie public 
to form their opinion. In reply I would 
say : 

2. That in tho organ of tho alliance — 
Tho Alliaiioe News — of tho fulliiwing 
week, is the report of a teiuperance .speech 
by tho cardinal at a crowded meeting at 
the town hall, Reading, presided over by 
one of the membera for the borough and 
a protestant, aud, if you jiliMse, we wdl 
cite a few of tho cardinal's remarks. Ho 
aaya, "upon tho change of 'public 
opinion' there are two great oppmu iiis 
with whom we have to eontcu<l. Tiie 
one of those who aro intereate I on the 
other aide; tho other is the Jeplurablo 
opposition on tho part of men v.lvi either 
dii not know, or only partially ";u(.w, or 
who fully know the whole of ihi.s evd, :ind 
yet cannot bo rou.sod to take any .'.olioii 
whatever in it. 'i'hat .stale of uncon- 
sciousness I bcliovu to lie Very wide- 
spread, and it is our duty to eu'igluen 
public opmion." 

From which, Mr. Editor, wo may infer 
that if the good cardinal has inljiii ni:etl 
"public opinion," as your cablegiaui in- 
timates, it certainly has been in favor (1 
tho U. K. .-Vllianco, anil not against it. 
And to show that lliis is the wish of tho 
cardinal, ho says, further on, (referring to 
the capital invested in liquor selling, etc): 
"This vast Ccipit<il on which tho trade 
thrives ia aiinply a cor.flict versus the 
people of England. These peo[)le pro.sper 
by the sale of drink, and in proportion to 
thr- sale of drink tho people of iSnglaiid 
perish. That ia my contention. When 
the drink is consumed there is no result 
except it bo mortality, disease, madness 
and niiaery. The resolution aaj's we aro 
to do all wo can to destroy this evil. Vou 
will forgive ine for saying that t he only way 
by which wo can do this is by giv ing to 
Ihoso who are chiefly alllioted by the 
multiplication of tho temptations to in- 
toxication the power of saying, "nci, we 
diiii't desire to have public hous-'s [jut 
down next door to us." (.-Ypplauao). J 
could quote iiuicli more from the cardin- 
al's speech, and some most eliHiuent pai- 
aages vvhicli would make our Blue Uibbmi 
friends happy, and mine hosts of tho 
trade wrothy, but I forbear, only to say 
that the concluaion of Cardinal INlanning'.^ 
speech was a forcible a' peal for tho loe il 
option law to ep..ble the people of Great 
Britain to say, "Wo do not want and 
will not have tiirse public houses." 

No, Mr. Editor, don't you believe 
that Cardinal Manning has so soon 
changed his views on the temperance 
question. The story of tho cuble^^rain is 
evidently made to » rder.

Mr. Drake, Q. C, appeared .''or tho 
prisoner and pleaded not guilty. 

Tho attorney-general briefly revieivcd 
tho circnmslancea of the murder. 

Tho lirst witiiBss called was Itpnia V". 
Diveria, who being sworn, said that ho 
was in the employ of yeomans, and on 
the (ith of Juno h.ul seen the [irisonor 
stab Yeoiiiaiis with a knife; dece.ised was 
standing at his store; witness was aliout 
live feet away when Aht-Ali approaciicd 
Yeomans, with bis arms folded within his 
cout ; wlien he was apposite Yeoinans ho 
raised his knife and plunged it into his 
n^'ck; witness notiiied three men, and 
when he returned to the house he found 
Veomans lying on tliu tlooi bleeding; 
After being stabbed the deceased never 
spoke 

To .Mr. Drake — Mr. YeouMus had ar- 
rived at the post two days beiore, and told 
witness about the loss of tho prisoner's son 
a few moments belore being killed; he 
tohl him that there would pi'rbaps bo 
trouble; and that ho was not in tho 
canoe at the time of the drowning; ho 
said ho wanted to pay tho tribe, but was 
afraid to do so. 

William Ned, sworn, said that ho lived 
on tho Skeena river; know tho prisoner 
and Youmaiis; saw prisoner stab him with 
a hunting knife; ho lived about half an- 
hoiir. 

To Mr. Drake — Yeomans waa mar 
ried to an Indian woman, my sister; he 
tohl me of the drowning of prisoner's son, 
and said if Aht Wanted anything he would 

'>;'.V it 

I'o the Court — The prisoner and Veo- 
mans did not apeak to each other. 

To a Juror — Yeomans knew that the 
Indian was drowned before he came up 
to the Forks. 

This closed the case for tho prosecu- 
tion. 

John Bryant was called for the defense, 
lieing sworn, said: I'hat he b.id known 
prisoner for years, and he had always 
beoii looked upon us a quiet man; saw I\lr. 
Yeomans at Lome creek; he told mo that 
he had lost an Indian named Billy; told 
him when I o got to tho Forks he would 
havo to make some compromise; Veomans 
said he thought hu could make it all right 
by paying the friends; there is no agent 
there, and that is the only way of settling 
troubles. 

The grand jury here entered and re- 
turned true bills against Parker, Jabez 

King, lirown and Tai Chong, for nuisance, 
and Barnea and McDonough for jail- 
breaking, and against Mctjluiro and Casey. 

His lordship having thanked the grand 
jury discharged them. 

Mr. Drake then addressed the jury in 
the interest of the Indian prisoner Aht- 
Ah. 

Tho attorney-general, on bohalf of iho 
Crown, addressed the jury: If the 
evidene.Q estaolislied the case to be one of 
murder, it was not within the province of 
the jury to reduce it to one of man- 
slaughter. It might bo impolitic to cause 
the prisoner to be hanged, but that de- 
cision was reserved for the Crown, who 
alone could exercise its prerogative of 
mercy. 

His lordship asked tho jury to consider 
tho case in the same light as having been 
between two whito men. He said there 
was no tribe on this coast that wer^ icruor- 
ant of the law in regard to taking of hu- 
man life. There was nothing in the 
present caso to show that there was any 
provocation or anything to cause sudden 
passion. 

The jury then retired. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The eonrt opened at 2:'J0 p. ni. 

The jury came into court and returned 
a verdict of guilty against Aht-Ah for 
the murder of Yeomans. 

JAIl,-UURA':'NO. 

Barnes and McDonoiigli, eharoed wii.li 
jail-breaking, wore placed in the dock. 

The indictment being read to Barnea, 
ho said he was guilty of attempting to 
eaca|)e, but he had not removed a boar 1 
nor placed one in poailion to e.icape. 

A plea of not guilty was entered and a 
jury sworn. 

Tho olerk of the court read the court 
record and commitment of the prisoner, 
and Deputy-Sherifi' Langley identified the 
prisoner as tho one that had been com- 
mitted to the jail. 

Aaron Workman sworn, said: Saw 
prisoner put the board up against tho 
wall of the jail and get over; told Barnes 
to lake the board down, but instead of 
doing so he jumped upon tho board and 
climbed over the fence and escaped; I 
was not armed at the time; had my arms 
near liy; did not think it was my duty to 
Carry my arms all the time. 

J. W. Hutchinson sworn — Am jailer in 
Yictorin; know prisoner Barnes; he waa 
in my keeping until flifie time came for 
him to be talcen to the penitentiary; I 
was not at the jail whmi lie e.icaiied; Mr. 
Morrison and iNlr. Boars caught prisoner; 
tho guards on tho balcony aro anpposi d 
to carry arms, a double barreled shot- 
gun; for some yoira back it has boon cus- 
tomary for the guard to leave his gun in 
the guard-house; tho guard has instruc- 
tivins to tiro when a prisoner is attempting 
to escape. 

The prisoners were convicted. 

Ilia lordship soiitoiiced Barnes to aix 
months. 

Tlios. McDonoUgh, charged with an 
attempt to escape from tho Victoria joil 
while awaiting to bo conveyed to Now 

Westminster, was sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment. 

I'lio live Mutlakahtia Indiana were dis- 
missed, with the order to appear wlieii 
they were wanted. 

Court then adjourned until 10 o'clock 
a. m. to-day. ...

Wlio Could lie Have Been! 



Last summer, aa Mr. A. G. Porno, of 
thia province, a pioneer and for several 
j'ears one of^'HIio solid men" of Nanainio, 

Denman Island, (ieorgiaii (liilf, in com- 
pany with a Cowichan inun, they came 
on a tree, strongly walled round with 
stone, and bearing on its bark the inscrip- 
tion 1817, P. I. Mr. Home has j)reserved 
a portion of the inscribed bark, the ro- 
niaiiidor having been taken by the Cow- 
ichancr. Now, what are we to conjecture 
as to the individuality and fate of the un- 
happy man who, thus barricaded in his 
loneliness, cut out tho above figures and 
letters? The notion that the cutting may 
have been done in sport in later days is 
rendered impossible by the existence of 
the stone wall. In 1817 there were only 
on thia coast the Kussian possessions north 
of N. lat. 5-1° -10', the Mo.xican in Cali- 
fornia and the solitary seaboard poat of 
Astoria at Columbia mouth, owned by 
tho much adventuring Canadian North 
Wefct Fur Company, which had far out- 
strijiped in successful en'erprise tho Hud- 
son's Bay Comp.uiy, by a long period its 
forerunner in the same basilicas in North 
America. 

There were on I'lis uoast in 1817 and 
for some twenty years Inter, when the H. 
B. Co. 'a steamer Beaver, by trading the 
best furs ut tho inlet-heads, checkmated 
sailing vessels, schooners, brigs and larger 
craft, American and British, tiading furs 
and acci rdinojy visiting Fuca Str.iit and 
the CJeorgi.in (iulf. From some such ves- 
sel poor P. I. may havo deserted when 
ashore wooding or watering. Ho may 
have been [lut to death by Indians at 
sight. More likely he has enslaved by 
them, to bo for the rest of his tiays "a 
hewer of wood and a drawer of water," 
comparatively well or ill used according 
to the natural disposition of his tempor.iry 
master, for he may have had many. Trad- 
ing olf and kidnapniiig slaves, or being 
kidna[iped, or beheaded by the enemy as 
aex or ago may indicate were, seventy 
years ago and later, events of every month's 
occurrence amongst the aborigines of the 
Georgian Gulf, and of all our coast. Some 
families around, or in the seaports of 
iMassachusetts may, should , "theso pre- 
sents" moot the proper eye, yet identify 
tho hapless P. I. Mr. Horno or some 
one about Nainiiiio iViiglit lie.'^t suintner 
pull the wall (drystoiie it must be) to 
[lieces, in caso any memento of P, I. may 
yet e.xist underneath or in it. Aprojios 
of cruel shipmasters nf whom impieasivu 
inontiun ia made in that exculleiit work, 
"Dana's Two Years before the Mast," and 
by Plimsoll and Chamberlain, M. P. 'a, in 
their later endeavors to improve matters 
oenerally for merchant mariners of the 
United Kingdom, we, wdiile never uuin- 
sayiiig that a shipmaster afloat must needs 
have absolute power, as far as reaaonablo, 
conclude by giving a caso where a master- 
mariner endeavored to exercise that 
power to an intolerable extjnt. In Dec., 
1810, the American aliip 'I onquin, bring- 
ing an outfit of goods, many laborers, 
aome clerks and several partnurs fur John 
Jacob Aster's company to engage in fur 
trading in the oxtreirie west, waa anchored 
in Egniont Bay, Falkland Islands, replen- 
ishing watorcasks. A few of the part- 
ners and some clerks were ashore after 
wild fowls then and later so tamo and 
numerous on those islands. Tiie, captain, 
Jonathan Thorn, so violent a man as to be 
thought "touched in the head," and 
already a variance with the passengers, 
furious at a trifliiig incident on .shore put 
to sea without notifying the pooiile on 
land. They followed in their boat, the 
wind freshening from hour to hour. 
Thorn held on his course until Mr. Rob- 
ert Stuart, an intimate friend of Aster's, 
going up to the captain with a pistol in 
each hand, told him to put about for tho 
boat or prepare for instant death. Thorn 
auccumhed, the passengers, after Irjnrs' 
desperati! pulling, amid ever- increasing 
danger, i,'oc lui board, but Thorn's cruel - 
ties continued until after many mialiapa 
the Tonquin reached tvhat is now the 
flouriahing city of Astoria, Oregon. That 
tho illatarred Thorn meant to have aban- 
doned the passengers is proved by a letter 
ho afterwards wrote to Aator from the 
Sandwich Islands. Ross, author of "Ad- 
ventures on tho Columbia River," (pub- 
lished in 184G) was unu of theso boat pas- 
sengers, and is authority for most of the 
foregoing regarding the Tomjuin's trip to 
the Columbia.

Monday a 
second poismiing wai; attempted, from 
which it is aaid thirteen persona aro now 
diuiL;orou3ly ill, some with their Uvea 
despaired of. Poison was found in milk, 
of which a cupfn! killed a dog, in violent . 

An analysis showed it to 
contain ati-ychuine and arsonio in largo , 
quantities. Tuesday niglit stryobniiie waaV^i^i 
discovered in the cofl'eo, but its bitter • 
lasto rovcalod its presence, and no one 
waa poi.'ioned. 'i.'liere is no clue lo tho 
perpetrator, and the inistcry is deepened 
by the fact that everybody in the house, 
or who luid ucceaa to it, was poisoned. A 
later report aaya that two of the children
